Socialist Cabinet Set Up in Place of Soviet Regime of 
Bela Kun Asks Allies to Grant Recognition; Jules 
Peidll Is New Premier 


Former Sworn as Finance Minister; Latter Is Rail¬ 
way Commission Chairman; Tolmie Minister of 
Agriculture; Burrell Remains in Cabinet 


Vienna, Aug. 2 —(Associated Press).—Overture* for peace with 
the Allies have been made by the new Socialist Government of Hun¬ 
gary which ha* been set up in succession to the Bela Kun regime. 

- Bela Kun, who resigned his virtual dictatorship, ha* been fur¬ 
nished a safe conduct by the Allies and is expected to seek refuge 
here, as it is felt that his life would be endangered if he were to re¬ 
main in Budapest. 

The peace overtures were made by Jacob Weltner, president of 
the Soldiers’ and Workers' Soviet of Hungary. Arriving in Vienna 
from Budapest, Weltner asked Colonel Cunningham, leading repre- 
lentative of the Allies at Vienna, and the other Allied officials here, 
to recognise the new Government and to treat for peace. 

The new Hungarian Cabinet Is pre¬ 
sided over by Jules Peidll. who for¬ 
merly was Minister of the People's 
Welfare in the Count Karolyl Cabinet. 

The new Cabinet provisionally in¬ 
cludes tunny members of the former 
Iicla Kun Ministry. It Is made up as 
follows: 

Premier, Jules Peidll; Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Peter Agoston; Min¬ 
ister of War. Joseph Haubrich: Min¬ 
ister of Justice, Paul Oar ami.

Isondon. Aug. 2.—There was some 
looting reported in the east end of 
London during the night owing to the 
absence of policemen who . are on 
strike. 

Hlx hundred and fifty-two police¬ 
men are now reported to be out at 
Liverpool and III In London, accord¬ 
ing to the Government officials. The 
ranks of the Isondon strikers were 
said to have gained only a handful of 
recruits as indicated by this morn¬ 
ing's roll call. 


I Canada to-day. Hlr Thomas White aald 
that he greatly appreciated the honor 
and privilege of having been permitted 
to serve Lh* people of Canada as Min¬ 
ister of Finance for the past eight 
years, and especially during the period 
of the war.

It is conceivable that the Canadian 
proclamation might be delayed after 
the formal proclamation of peace In 
Great Britain, but in view of the recent 
opinion of Sir Allen Ayleaworth. for¬ 
mer Minister of Justice, that the war 
ends when the King so declares, this 
would probably only lead to more tan- 
giea and battles In the courts to de¬ 
cide whether the Order*-In-Council 
were in force or not.

The cost of living has gone up 10S 
per cent. In the United States, 187 per 
cent.

The report tells how the work, was 
carried on with tbe closest co-oper¬ 
ation of the United Stairs Health Ser¬ 
vice and the state health boards, and 
that during this year the inovemeot 
will be extended In Mississippi to the 
whftfe of the Sunflower county, which 
will bear half of the expense. As to 
significant features of the work, the 
report notes the "striking posters, 
popularly written and illustrated pam¬ 
phlets. newspaper articles, instruction 
in the schools, public lectures, and the 
sale of standardised quinine at low 
rates by a|J druggists. It has even 
been suggested that all Individuals 
who are found free from malaria germs 
be given buttons as badges of im¬ 
munity.” 

Th# attack on the seed beds of yel¬ 
low fever began with the appointment 
of Oen. William C. Gorges, on his re¬ 
tirement from the office of Surgeon 
General of the United States army, as 
director of the yellow fever work of 
the International Health Board, with 
freedom to carry out the recommen¬ 
dations of the Special Yellow Fever 
Commission, of which. In 1909, he wae 
the chief. Systematic attempts were 
to be made to destroy the disease at 
its sources, and before the end of lflt 
General Gorges set out upon a pre¬ 
liminary Journey to Central America. 

A yellow fever epedemte had broken 
out in Guatemala tn June of last year, 
and Dr. Joseph H. White was sent 
down to handle the situation. 

“He was cordially received," says the 
report, "granted full authority and 
given necessary aid. Quarantine was 
established, physicians were drafted 
Into service, and all well tested meas¬ 
ures for the control of yellow fever 
were promptly put Into effect Th* 
epldemlo was brought* under control, 
so that when on September 19 Dr. 
White was compelled to return, in¬ 
fection was left at only one point The 
resident representative of the board 
took charge and continued appropriate 
measures. On December 14 he reported 
that no yellow fever remained In 
Gautemala. The success of tbe cam¬ 
paign was largely due to the substan¬ 
tial aid of the Government of Gaute¬ 
mala and the magnificent work of the 
local governors. 

“The diagnosis of yellow fever la a 
difficult task. Some of the symptoms 
closely resemble those of other dis¬ 
eases, notably infectious Jaundice. The 
germ of yellow fever haa never been 
identified, so that laboratory tests 
cannot be used to determine the pres¬ 
ence of the malady. In order that 
first hand studies and investigation 
might be made in the field, a com¬ 
mission of five men with la b ora t ory 
equipment was sent to> Guayaquil, 
Ecuador, in June, ltll, for a stay of 
two months.

FRANCE, BRITAIN AND AMERICA. 


(From the Toronto Star.) 

The special treaty ••ngsgements en¬ 
tered into with Franrc hy Great Brit¬ 
ain and the United States, guarantee¬ 
ing the protection of France In the 
event of her being attacked by Ger¬ 
many. are being interpreted in some 
quarters as expressing want of faith

This plan would entail the 
appltcation of the ten-year-alleviation i 
clause, ao that soldiers Would be asksd 
to pay only the taxes of the current | 
year, with ten per cent, of the accurn- ' 
ulated dobt. and half of the internet I 
from year to year. 

The delegation from the Veterans' 
Association consisted of II. W. Hart,; 
W. Food and F. ChrlstixnAon. Mr. Hart j 
declared In commencement that pre¬ 
vailing conditions of taxation amount¬ 
ed to a penalty on patriotism, for taxeu j 
had so mounted up In the soldiers' 
absence that it was nearly Impossible 
to pay them. Particularly oppressive 
was this circumstance upon men who 
had been crippled In the war. and 
whose earning power had decreased 
The army pay and allowances, declared 
Mr. Hart, could not meet the taxes of 
the average soldier. Widows, of course, 
suffered most for their allowance waa 
so small that It served barely to keep 
body and soul together. 

Tasss Piled Up. 

"Soldiers returning to their homes." 
asserted Mr Hart, “find that during 
their absence a burden of debt has 
been piling high, and that kind of thing 
rata Into a man's spirit. These soldiers 
feel that they are not getting a square 
deal: they feel that they have been 
fined for their patriotism, for had they 
not gone overseas many of them would 
probably have enjoyed larfe wages and 
kept the debts down.” 

While he did not lay any concrete 
Plan of relief Iwfore the Council, Mr. 
Hart urged that the aldermen take Into 
serious consideration the arguments 
advanced and decided upon some plan 
that would remove the crushing burden 
of taxes from the returned soldiers. As 
an alternative scheme he suggested 
that an advlspry committee of returned 
men- be appointed to assist the City 
Council In matters concerning return¬ 
ed men. 

Alderman gangster recalled that the 
matter of tax relief for soldiers bad 
l>een considered In committee at the 
last session of the Legislature. While 
Victoria was ready to proceed with 
such a scheme at that Ume. It was 
realized that such a plan would have 
to be applied generally throughout the 
Province. But some of the municipali¬ 
ties were unable to meet the cost of 
such an arrangement. 

Mr. Hart urged in reply that the 
Council bring up the question again 
with the hope that success might 
crown the second effort. 

Passing the Busk. 

Alderman Songster suggested that 
the deputation take the matter up with 
Victoria's representatives In the (legis¬ 
lature. Mr. Hart replied that the city's 
hike king in the matter would be of 
great assistance. The veterans, he 
stated, had been referred from the Do¬ 
minion Government to the Province 
and from the Province to tho city. The 
whole process seemed to lead no where. 
Though he fully realised that the city 
would be In an awkward predicament 
if It tried to afford the soldiers relief. 
Mr. Hart suggested that the municipal 
authorities might commence a general 
agitation with a view to getting relief 
from the Dominion -Government. 

Mr. Food proposed that a plan of re¬ 
lief which would credit a soldier with 
the payment of taxes for every year he 
served overseas should be drawn up. 

These contentions were supported 
by Mr. Christianson, who declared 
that It was wrong that the returned 
men should be penalised with debt.
